Mr. Speaker : There is a notice for Adjournment of the 
House given bv Shri Guruva Reddv. It reads as follows : 

" 1 hereby give notice of mv intention to ask for leave to 
move a Motion in the following terms : 

6 This House do adjourn to discuss a matter of urgent 
public importance, namely, on 19-9-1953, the Police authorities 
of Medak have banned the processions, meetings and Burra 
Kathas etc., for a week in Medak town without any reason 
whatsoever while the campaign for Municipal elections comm- 
enced on behalf of the People's Democratic Front, The date 
of polling is 26th- September, 1953. This banning is an inter- 
ference in the conduct of fair and free elections and a device 
to get through the Congress, i.e. the Ruling Party, in the Muni- 
cipal elections. This act of police is highly derogatory to the 
civil liberties. " 

This order is in the usual course of day-to-day administra- 
tion and, therefore, this Adjournment Motion cannot be 
allowed.

Dr. G.S. Melkote : The object of bringing this Bill before 
this House is just to effect an amendment in the Indian Civil 
Procedure Code for the reason that the Hyderabad Civil 
Procedure Code has been superseded by the Indian Civil 
Procedure Code. The Indian Civil Procedure Code protects 
only the political pensioners and not civil pensioners, who are 
protected by the Indian Pensions Act. This amendment has 
become necessary, bacause the Civil Pensions Act protects 
only civil pensions of the servants of the Union Government 
and not the State Govesnment. This Bill introduces a 
measure which will protect the Hyderabad pensioners' pensions 
from attachment bv a court of law.
